a) Read these instructions, together with copy of "General 
Instructions" herewith thoroughly . The time uoon which appre- 
hensions will commence shall be herein after named "X- Hours" . 

numeral following the word "JERICHO" in the message you 
received to open this envelope will be the time of "X-Hours* 
on the 24— hour system. (Local time) 

b) From the time you open these instructions maintain absol- 
ute secrecy and warn the other members of your detachment accord- 
ingly as this operation is TOP SECRET. 

c) You will call in your detachment members at once and see 
that your transport is fully operational and prepared for con- 
tinuous service. 

d) You will immediately man the International Border points 
in your detachment area and alert the Customs and Immigration 
Offices that person whose conduct and interests are prejudicial 
to the safety and security of Canada may attempt to escape pro- 
tective detention by crossing into the United states. This 
warning should not be given till "X-Hours" in order that the 
security of the plan shall not be jeopardized. 

e) A list of suspects* automobile licence nunbers will be des- 
patched to you by the Usakftg, l&UtiJaM&iSiM* Persons found in 
such ears should be detained and their bona f ides checked. A 
list of suspects’ names will also be provided by the Member 1/c 
Operations and such persons trying to cross the border should be 
detained. These lists will be despatched to you as soon as 
possible by available means* 

f) Should detention or searches be required in your detach- 
ment area, detention document and "Search Warrant" will be found 
herewith in a separate envelope. These will be self-explanatory 
and the necesaary forms should be filled out on the completion 
of your assignment. 

g) You will report progress of your operation by telephone 
or Police radio within two hours after "X-Hours" to the Member 
1/c Operations . Names shall not be used, only the appropriate 
number. 

h) Detained persons and exhibits will be retained in safe 
custody until instructions are received as to disposition. 
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
